o CASES IN ILLUSTRATION. 
New York Tribune. 

WasnhinaTor, Dec. k.—Hepublican members 
of the House of Representatives are greatly ex- 
ercised in mind these days about two matiers: 
first, whether tney will secure desirable and sat- 
isfactory committee assignments, and, second, 
whether they will be “fairly” treated in the 
“distribuudion of the House patronage.”

The present law 
was passed only five years after the adoption 
of the Constitution, and it is very evident that 
the lawyers of that day, personally familiar 
with the meaning and intent of the constitu- 
tional phrases, regarded the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the House 4s ufficers 
of the United States. The theory of our 
Government warrants the same conctusion, 
for the Government eonsists of au Executive, 
a legislative, and a jadiciary system, and an 
officer in one department is as much an 
officer of the Government as an officer in 
either of the other departments. Moreover, 
the provision that the Vice-President shall 
preside over the Senate makes it a very 
natural sequence that the presiding officer 
chosen by the Senate when the Viee-Presi- 
dent is acting as President shal] become the 
reversionary legatee of the Presidential suc- 
cession. The statement that a Senator or a 
Representative cannot be impeached, as was 
decided at an eariy day, is of no eifect, be- 
cause, when the President ot the Senate or 
the Speaker of the Hotise becomes President, 
he cuts loose froga his previous legisiative 
function and assumes the Executive func- 
enentitee ae ak tion says explicitly that 
“such {i ¢., the officer appointed by 
Congress} shall act accordingly untii the 
disability be removed or a President shall be 
elected.”’ '

THE SANE GUITEAU UNMASKED. 

At iast Guiteaw stands unmasked before 
the jury sitting to try bim for his life. The 
testimony of Gen. Reynolds, of Chicago, lays 
bare the assasin’s insanity trick, \Jt opens 
the operatious of Guiteau’s mind to the gaze 
of the jury, so that they may be read as if 
recorded in the printed page of 9 book. 

The damning evidence of Gen. Reynolds 
convulsed Guiteau with ungovernable rage 
mixed with terror. With the keen insight 
of asane and logical mind he saw at once 
the whole fabric of his cunying defense melt 
away like mist before the rising sun. And 
his hate for the man who had woven the web 
about him broke forth in awful imprecations. 
His eyes blazing with rage and his whoie 
form instinct with ferocity, he exclaimed: 
“This is your work, Cerkhill God Al- 
mighty will curse you fur this; He will 
strike you dead as He did Ananias and Sap- 
phira,” 

But the mouthing and the cursing of the 
villain do not weaken the furce of the testi- 
mony: there it stands confronting him from 
this day forward to the end, and refuting 
once fur all, now and forever, his theery of 
inspiration as the cause of the “removal” of 
Gartield. “i visited the prisoner in jail 
two days after the shooting,” swears Gen. 
Reynolds, “and the prisuner asked ime, 
‘Where were you on the duy of the assasina- 
tion? >>? 

“* Did he use the word assassination ?” que- 
ried Corkhill. “Yes; that is the precise 
word he used,” rep.jed the witness. And he 
referred to the memorandum of the fact 
Snade at the time to refresh and fortify his 
memory. ' “He never spoke in reference to 
any divine inspiration at this interview,” 
proceeded the witness. ‘‘But after this,’ 
he added, “at subsequent interviews, he 
always spoke of the ‘murder’ as the ‘re- 
moval’ of the President.” 

‘This is not all, however. The witness 
swore that at a subsequent interview * he read 
to the prisoner what Grant and Conkling and 
some of his [prisoner’s} alleged friends said 
of him (Gulteau] end his crime, and he, 
walking the floor excitedly, said: ‘Whatdoes 
it mean? I woula have stakea my life that 
they weuld have defended me. They know 
they wanted Garfield removed, and yet they 
denounce me, and can only see in it the 
bioody act.’ ” The witness continued: “ He 
asked me, referring to Grant and other promi- 
nent Stalwarts, ‘Do they know I have stated 
that | have no accomplices?’ and I toid him 
yes, Heseemed dazed, and said, repeating 
the words several times, ‘Most astounding! 
Most astounding!’ ” 

This is all of the testimony of Gen. Rey- 
nolds that it is necessary to reproduce, lt 
shows that Guiteau’s mind was as clear as it 
was devilishly wicked. It shows his motives 
and his expectations. He assumed, in the 
utter depravity of his own heart, that the 
Stalwarts who disagreed with Garfield de- 
sired his death! In a word, he applied to 
the subject in hand the same reasoning 
Which had controlled his whole life. DVesir- 
ing x certain end, he had no more scruple in 
the use of means to accomplish it than the 
Devil of theology has in the use of means to 
anend. Note the subtlety of his reasoning: 
“They know they wanted Garfield re- 
moved, and yet they denounce me, and can 
only see in it the bloody act.” He is so 
morally seif-perverted that he cannot com- 
prehend the mind that halts short of a de- 
sire in the presence of the commission of the 
crime necessary tt) its accomplishment. 
“ They can only see in it. the bloody act!’’ 
he exclaims, “ while 1 sf the rich fruits of 
it,” He knows the act is * bloody,” a crime. 
But he desires something which he can only 
obtain by committing the crime, and he plans 
and executes it. And he is “ astounded” to 
learn that others are more scrupulous than 
he is. “Do they know I have stated 
that I have no accomplices?” queries 
the “astounded” asuasin, He reasoned in- 
geniously from the standpoint of that con- 
acienceless depravity which by long habit 
had become ingrained in his corrupted nat- 
ure, and said to himself: “If I ae:use no- 
body those who benefit by my crime will pro- 
tect me.” And he steod aghast when in- 
formed that the Stalwarte were not less 
shocked at, and not less pronounced in de- 
nunciation of, “the bloody act” than Gar- 
field’s most intimate political friends. When 
he realized that he steod alone; that how- 
ever, in due course of the Constitation and 
the law, men might benefit by his “ bloody 
act,” they would still abhor it, end judge 
iteven more severely than those whe de- 
plored it more deeply. Thea he shrank from 
the horrid words, murder and assasination, 
and calied on the Deity, in whose name he 
had lied, and deceived, and cheated his way 
through life, for protection. With awfal 
blasphemy, he sought to transfer to God the 
responsibility for the crime be but yesterday 
described by {its right name and true charac- 


ter. “I am legally insane,” shouted this jn. 


carnate fiend; *‘I was inspired by the Deity 
w do the bigody deed, and He will protect 
me. : 

But all this time the evidence that Gui- 


insane man; it is the bruta! cry of a bafiled 
devil caught at last in the meshes of his own.

The business of the Nacsionw Supreme 
Court has aecumulated to such an extent that 
the cases on the docket now equa! four or 
five years’ business. A new suitor mast 
wait that long before he can hope to have his 


case reached and considered. This state of | 


things amounts practically to a denial of 
justuce. The maching bas almost ceased to 
revolve, and the court is snowed under and 
suffocated. 

The number af Judges to which the court 
is entitled is nine; there is one vacancy, 
cauaed by the death of Judge Clifford; an- 
o.uner vacaney practically exists by reason of 
Judge Hunt's physical and mental infirmi- 
ties, and Judge Field, of California, is absent 
iu Europe, leaving but siz Judges to perform 
the current labors of the court. 

If. however, the bench was full, it would 
not be half equa! to the ever-increasing floud 
ef business imposed upon it, and though 
there is a genera! disposiuon to afford relief 
to the court, there is a wide difference of 
opinion as to the best means of doing so. 
Several plans have been suggested, conspic- 
uous among which is the foolish one of 
Manning, of Mississippi, who proposes to 
have three Supreme Courts, ome for the 
“ North,” one for the “South,” and one for 
the ‘‘West’”’—no judgment of either being 
final until concurred in by one of the other 
two courts, 

This preposterous sectional plan does not 
propose any relief to the Supreme Court, It 
simply provides three little Supreme Courts— 
giving to any two of them a veto on the other, 
and involving a hearing of a case in all three 
courts. Instead of expediting, it is calcu- 
‘lated to still further clog, burden, and delay 
business. 

Another plan is to increase the number of 
Judges, but this will furnish inadequate re- 
lief, because, while distributing the labor of 
writing vpinions among a larger number of 

persons, it will not reduce the time oceupied 
in hearing arguments, and in the discussions 
of the consultation rooms. Each case re- 
quires to be heard by the whole court, and to 
be determined by ‘the whole court, apd the 
eourt cap ouly hear one case atatime. And 
if une court were inereased, say, to eighteen 
or twenty Judges, as some propose, it would 
become a debating society where time would 
bé fearfully wasted in speeches, contentions, 
and taking votes. Instead of a rapidiy-work- 
ing court it would become a contentious ly- 
ceum. 

THe Trisune has repeatedly pointed out 
that the efticient remedy to relieve the Su- 
preme Court isto reduce the business that 
comes befure it by eutting off a multitu- 
dinous class of cases which should properly 
be determined, if not by the State Supreme 
Courts, by the Cirenit Courts of the United 
Siates. Tne Supreme Coilrtof the Nation 
should be purely a court before which ap- 
peals should unly be taken on cunstitutional 
questions and points of law. The Constitu- 
tion sets forth the extent of the “judicial 
power” of the United States, which power 
is vested “in one Supreme Cuurt” and in 
such inferior courts as tnay be established 
by Congress; and it further sets forth that 
in all cases affecting Ambassadors, other 
public Ministers and Consuls, and those in 
which a State shall be a party, the Supreme 
Court shail have original jurisdiction; but 
in all the other cases mentioned the Supreme 
Court shall bave appellate jurisdiction both 
as to law and fact, with such exceptions and 
under such regulations as the Congress shall 
make. 

In the matter of appeals to the Supreme 
Court, therefore, Congress bas full power to 
prescribe in what classes of cases, and under 
what limitations, this appellate jurisdiction 
shall be exercised. The Supreme Court is 
now invaded by appeals from a vast mass of 
commercial cases which ordinarily should be 
heard and finally determined in the Btate 


‘courts, but which, because they are cuntro- 


versies between citizens of different States, 
are brought in the National courts. The 
use of the United States Courte as col- 
lecting agencié; is an abuse of what was in- 
tended fur anuther purpose, but there is 
nothing which stands in the way of limiting 
appeals in all such cases to the final decision 
in the United States Circuit Courts. At the 
most, no cases except those of which the Su- 
preme Court has original jurisdiction should 
be taken to that court, except upon points of 
aw, specially reserved by the Circuit Court 
for such appeal. . The Sapreme Court should 
be relieved from the consideration of points 
of “fact” in all cases where the facts have 
already been determined by juries and con- 
sidered by the District and Circuit Courts. It 
is the reviewing of the records of these fact 
cases which has clogged up the Supreme 
Court and practically destroyed its efliciency 
and usefulness as a great National tribunal. 

The right of appeal to the Supreme Court 
should be limited i ail cases to consti- 
tutional questions of law. The questions 
of mere fact should be finally disposed of in 
the luwer courts; and the gues.ions of law: 
on which eppeais should be aliowed should 
be exclusively those arising under the Con- 
stitution, treaties, and laws of the United 
States, and specifically enumerated in the 
Cunstita tion. | 

The right of appeal should Le limited by 
the class and character of cases in which the 
National laws and Constitution are affected, 
and not by the amount ef money involved in 
the controversy. 

The larger States of the Union have found 
it necessary in order to enable their respect- 
ive courts of last resort to dispose of the 
business before them to place limitations on 
the right of appeal. This has been done by 
restricting the classes of questions on which 
appeals can be taken, and by making the de- 
cisions of intermediate courts fival in all other 
questions. Were it not for such restriction 
the Supreme Court in the large States would 
be overwhelmed and buried out of sight with 
appeals, as the Supreme Court of the United 
States is now. Four years ago the Supreme 
Court of lllinois was two or tlutee years be-

Iw regard to the Presidential disability 
question now being discussed ip the Senate 
Tag Tripuse has already suggested one 
way in whieh Congress may dispose of this 
matter. Theré may be other and better 
ways, but certainty so impurtant a subject 
should not be left as the sport of whim or 
circumstance, 

It may be provided by law that a majority 
of the Presiveni’s Cabinet may raise the 
question of their chief’s “inability” to dis- 
charge the duties of his office. It is safe to 
assume that a majority of those selected by 
the President hinself 4s his advisers and the 
heads of the Exveutive Departments will 
never conspire to oust him from officeon a 
eharge of inability; but when the question 
should thus be raised it shoald also be made 
the duty of the Supreme Court to insti- 
tute a judicial inquiry into the case, and to 
decide whether or not such inability existe 
as to entitle the proper officer to sueceed to 
the office of President. The Supreme Court 
should be further authorized and required 
upon proper information to ascertain when 
the disability has been removed, and proper 
provision should be made to enable the Pres- 
ident at the termination of disability thus 
judicially ascertained to recover his office. 
All this is simple enough, and certainly much 
less bazardous than to risk dispute and con- 
tention in u period of excitement and neces- 
sity. 


Tuer Acting President bas nominated Mr 
Benjamin H. Brewster, of Philadelphia, to 
be the Attorney-General of the United 
States, vice MacVeagh resigned. Mr. 
Brewster is an able lawyer and a gentleman 
of umimpeachable private character. He 
will be an efficient and faithful officer.

THAT far-away and usually quiet country, 
Norway, has managed ty keep pace with the 
rest of the wofld by getting up a political 
crisis. The trouble has arisen from a dis- 
pute between the Kipg of Norway, whvo is 
also King of Sweden, and the Storthing, or 
Norwegian Pariliameht. The Storthing 
passed a law which the King refused to 
sanction. The same law had been passed at 
three successive sessions, and, by the Con- 
stitution, the King can no ionger lawfully 
refuse higmassent to it. He has done it, nev- 
ertheless, ana the Parliament is equally ob- 
stinate, so that there is a deadijeck, and, as 
the Norwegians are a very sturdy and per- 
sistent body of people, the peasants being 
strungly democratic, there is likely to be a 
very bitter struggle. As an outcome of 
the matter, the press are speaking out very 
boidly and urging the Sterthing to substitute 
a republican for a monarchical form of gov- 
ernment. The Swedes and Norwegians are 
made out of the stuff that constitutes good 
republicanism, and the Sturthipg is very rad- 
ical iy its notions. Should the King hold out 
too stubborniy, it would be no surprise if he 
found himself out of business.

The gallantry of 
the wen of the Huascar, who were forced to 
succumb to the vasily superior nuwber of the 
enemy, bas passed into history. However, wey 
were taken prisoners of war. The guilaat 
seamen were taken on buard the Binaco Knaca- 
luda and laaded at Valparaiso, and (neu suipped 
by railroad to Santiago, the Cailian cuyital, 
where they were cooftined for two nigbts in the 
artiliery burravks.
